“So they begin to eat eggs and drink 
milk, and after they are cured they still eat 
eggs and drink milk. They have formed a 
habit.

Last September the professor 
of nutrition at Creighton University decided 
he wanted to know what sort of food was 
being fed to prisoners in jail in Omaha. He 
got himself arrested for speeding—though 
at the time of the alleged speeding he was 
dining at a club—and was sentenced to 10 
days in jail, of which he served six. He 
found that the prisoners were fed plenty of 
calories—and that their food was poisonous 
insomuch as it lacked vitamines. There 
could be but one end to a life sustained by 
such diet——disease and death hurried by the 
lack of vital principles in the food. The 
result of his investigation was a changed 
diet, together with many other improve- 
ments in conditions at the Omaha City and 
the Douglas County jails in which he was in- 
carcerated. 

“Diet,” he says simply, “must contain 
what the body needs if man is to remain 
healthy. 


<C , ND what does the body need? 
j There are organic foods and inor- 
ganic foods. The former—once 
living foods—are the proteins, the fats 
and the carbo-hydrates, as every school. 
boy knows. These are the heating ele- 
ments and body builders. They are the 
gasoline which makes us go,’ continued 
Dr. Levinne, ‘‘but you can’t make a machine 
go without lubrication as well. The vita- 
mines are the lubricators. | 

‘Most of our major and minor ills can be 
traced to the fact that wrong food habits 
have deprived the body of some essentia) 
element, a body bullder, a heat provider, a 
lubricator or a tonic. 

“Or, it may be one thing more—just lack 
of sunshine—that causes the ill. The ultra- 
violet rays of sunlight are vitalizers, just as 
Vitamines are. .They energize our food. 
They energize our lives. Expose a bottle of 
olive oil to sunlight and it will have vita- 
mines in it, whereas otherwise olive oj] has 
none. We need sunshine just as plants and 
other animals need it. And our habit of 
clothes is as bad as our habits of food.
